SUBJECT^ : MK ULTRA PROGRAM . 


1. A meetin g was Reid in General Carter’s office on 29 November. 

1963 to discuss the subject program. Those present, Jhn a ddition to 

General Carter, were Messrs. Helms, Kirkpatrick, . £ [Gottlieb, 

and Earman. The main thrust of the discussion was the testing of 
certain dru gs on unwitting U. S. citizens. Dr. G ottlieb gave a brief 
histor y of the MKULTRA program which was not in an y way at variance , 

with the IG re port of Au gust 19 63 on this subject. ' : \ « 

2. Messrs. Gottlieb and C_ {argued for the continuation of 

unwitting testing, using as the principal point that controlled testing 
cannot be de pended uporTfor accurate results. G eneral Carter, Mr, ^ !_J 
Kirkpatrick, and t do not disagree with this point . We also acce pt the : 

necessity for havin g a "stable of drugs" on the sh elf and the re quirement . 

for continued re search and de velopme nt of drug s — not only for possible . 

operational us e but als o to g ive C IA, insight on the state of the art in this ' — » 

. field and iri particular to alert us to what the opp osition is or mi ght be 
expected to do in the R&Dand em ployment of dru g s. ‘ 

3. _Vioted that there was no disa greementwith the • 

recommendations of the IG surve y on MKUBT RA’ with the exception of 

the unwitting testing problem. In response to a q uery from General • 

Carter, he stated that sinc e the IG re port such testing has been held in 
abeyance. •. . ‘ ■ ... 

4. fianeraT Carter made it clear that he un derstood thenecessity 

for research and develop ment of all ty pes of d rugs, to include their testing. ^ 
However, he was troubled by the "unwitting aspect". This led to a brief 
discussion on the possibility of unwitting tests on foreig n nationals, but 
according to jthis had been ruled out as a result of several 1 

conversations he:recehtly had with senior chiefs .of stations -"too dang erous ; 
and the lack of controlled facilities. (This seemed ah odd conclusion . i
